In September, 1976, after many years of study and faced with an urgent and growing waste disposal 
problem, the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth called for Tenders from private industry for the 
design and supply of a complete waste management program. This Program includes the operation 
of the existing Municipal Incinerator. 


In February, 1978, the Region of Hamilton-Wentworth and Tricil Limited entered into a ten-year 
Full Service Contract. The value of the Contract is approximately $60 million during the ten-year 
period. 


As Waste Management Contractor for the Region, Tricil is responsible for the design, construction 
and operation of a complete Waste Management Program. It focuses on four services: 


e The modification and operation of the existing Municipal Incinerator (S.W.A.R.U.); 
The design, construction and operation of three waste transfer stations; 

The design and operation of a bulk transportation system; and, 

The operation of a single large landfill site to service the whole Region. 
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The new Waste Management System is one of the most advanced in North America. It employs the 
most modern technology in incineration, waste transfer and landfill, while being easily adaptable 
for further resource recovery operations in the future. 


The Full Service Contract permits the use of private sector expertise, while allowing control of the 
System to remain firmly with the Region. 


The Region’s Consulting Engineers for the project are Proctor and Redfern Ltd., Hamilton.
